Make alternative 
cycle route plan 

FURTHER to Lucy Hatherly’s letter 
about cycling in Greenwich Park (GT 
October 1) I should like to point out the 
potential for cyclists of the route between 
St Mary’s and Park Row gates. 

Anyone taking the present alternative 
through the Romney Road congestion 
can testify to its dangers and unhealthy 
conditions, particularly in the west-east 
direction where there is no bus lane 
alternative.

AN historic meeting 
between two of the 
world’s oldest sailing 
ships is due to take place 
this week. 

The legendary Cutty 
Sark, the oldest surviving 
tea clipper and a national 
treasure, will be joined 
near her dry dock in 
Greenwich by the City of 
Adelaide. 

The world’s oldest sailing 
clipper, the Adelaide 
is being moored on the 
Thames nearby after being 
towed on top of a barge 
from the Scottish Maritime 
Museum at Irvine via 
Chatham Dockyard. 

The Adelaide was built 
in 1864, five years before 
the Cutty Sark, as a 
passenger ship to take 
migrants from Britain to 
south Australia.

She is due to spend 
several days here before 
starting a return journey 
to Australia. She should 
arrive at Port Adelaide 
between February and 
April next year. 

London was her home 
port and, on Friday, a 
renaming ceremony will 
be held. 

The clipper was renamed 
HMS Carrick when bought 
by the Royal Navy in 
1923, to avoid confusion 
with the cruiser HMAS 
Adelaide that had been 
commissioned in the 
Royal Australian Navy. 

In 2001, the clipper’s 
name reverted to City of 
Adelaide after a conference 


convened by HRH The 
Duke of Edinburgh Prince 
Phillip, the Cutty Sark 
Trust patron, to discuss 
its future. 

The journey to Australia 
will end an extraordinary 
14-year campaign by ship 
enthusiasts, engineers, 
maritime historians, 
descendants of the ship’s 
migrants and supporters. 

The ship had been 
regarded as unrecoverable 
from the banks of the 
Irvine River in western 
Scotland. For many years, 
she was stranded in a 
heavily silted river. 

But a campaign to save 
her began, supported 
by Prince Phillip and 
prominent politicians 
including Bob Hawke, the 
former Australian Prime 
Minister.

Crossrail station 
car park closure 

TRAIN passengers will lose 40 car parking 
spaces in the station car park at Abbey 
Wood from today (October 1 5). And the car 
park will close completely from Monday, 
November 18. 

It's all part of the massive Crossrail project, 
which will see a new station built at Abbey 
Wood. Once the car park closes there are 
plans to provide three replacement spaces 
for disabled people at the rear of the Abbey 
Arms pub. They will be available to Blue 
Badge-holders who travel by Southeastern 
Trains. 

The existing station is due to be demolished 
and replaced by a temporary station by 
summer 2014, which will be located in the 
current station car park. The new station is 
due to open in 201 7 and be built above two 
new dedicated Crossrail tracks and those 
used by North Kent services. 

The development means that from 201 8 
there will be a train every five minutes 
during peak hours allowing residents to 
travel right through the capital and out to 
Heathrow without having to change trains.

The boats will be berthed in Greenwich 
from September 5-9 for a five-day regatta 
festival - the first of its kind in the capital 
for 25 years. 

Thousands of visitors are expected to 
flock to Greenwich for the occasion and 
further volunteers are needed so there 
are enough hands on deck to help visitors 
get on board and show them around the 
boats.

Fraud action 
earns award 


THE royal borough’s proud record 
of prudent financial management 
has been recognised in this year’s 
national Institute of Revenues 
Rating and Valuation Awards. 

The council’s internal audit and anti- 
fraud team won the excellence in anti- 
fraud Silver Award. 

Anti-fraud policies and proactive 
investigative activities are regularly 
viewed by police and national financial 
management agencies as best practice for 
other public bodies to follow. 

The judges were impressed by the level 
of performance from 2012. 

The borough achieved 166 housing 
benefit sanctions, including 75 successful 
prosecutions. 

Overpayments identified in those cases 
alone came to £1,538,338. 

Working with the unauthorised 
occupation team, the borough has 
increased its performance in the number 
of tenancies recovered - 181 since 2012. 

Successful anti-fraud work has also 
identified 96 abandoned tenancies. 

The estimated value of the tenancy anti- 
fraud work is £20.775 million. 

There have been 19 arrests by the police 


detective seconded to work alongside the 
council’s investigators. 

The borough’s accredited financial 
investigators have obtained compensation 
and confiscation orders in excess of £2m. 

The borough’s bespoke anti-fraud service 
to Bromley has identified fraudulent 
benefit overpayments of almost £6m in 
recent years. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the royal borough’s 
council leader, said: “I congratulate all those 
involved inachievingthisnationalrecognition. 
Maintaining prudent public finances and 
combating all forms of fraudulent activity 
continue to be a top priority. 

“The substantial amounts recovered and 
the successful convictions show we will 
not tolerate people who believe they can 
get away with the theft of public money. 

“Fraud is never a victimless crime 
and by creating a special team to tackle 
housing fraud we have been able to take 
back many illegally obtained properties 
and provide much needed homes for 
families in desperate housing need.”

All trips to Africa require malaria pills, experts warn Market rides 


PEOPLE in the borough are being urged to protect themselves 
against malaria when they visit friends or family living in 
countries where the disease is prevalent. 

The latest figures show 57 cases in the borough last year, 
second highest in London boroughs behind Southwark’s 73. 

Experts believe these boroughs are worst affected because, 
proportionally, they have higher numbers African residents. 

Eighty-eight per cent of cases imported to Britain since 2000 
emanated from sub-Saharan Africa. Nigeria accounted for 
almost half and Ghana and Sierra Leone also had high rates. 

Public Health England (PHE) and the African Diaspora 
for Action Against Malaria (AD A AM) are jointly calling for 
greater awareness among communities in south east London. 


Dr Rachel Heathcock, local director of health protection, said: 
“Malaria is a preventable disease, so it’s concerning that we 
continue to see high numbers of cases in people from south 
east London who have travelled abroad. It is particularly 
worrying that eight out of ten people who contracted malaria 
reported not taking anti-malarials during their travels to 
countries where the disease is endemic.” 

Ralph Tanyi, coordinator of ADAAM, added: “Often people 
living in the UK who were born in a country affected by 
malaria may incorrectly believe that they are ‘immune’ to 
the disease. In reality, any resistance they may have once had 
decreases rapidly as soon as people come to live in the UK.” 

People wrongly think short trips don’t require them, he said.

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Foodbank opens eighth borough outlet 


AS THE British Red Cross announced last week 
it is to collect items to combat the UK's food 
poverty, Greenwich Foodbank's director says 
his charity has handed out food to 1 ,500 people 
since April. 

The Rev Paul Rogers, minister of Eltham Park 
Baptist Church, said he expects that figure to 
double by the end of March next year. 

He said:"We continue to see growing demand 
from people walking through the door with 
financial difficulties, making choices between 
food and rent. 

"This week we've opened our eighth client- 


facing facility, in East Greenwich, which means 
we've got a presence in virtually all the town 
centres in the borough." 

The food bank's main storage depot is disused 
social services offices in Orangery Lane, Eltham, 
given over by the royal borough. 

Harvest festivals at primary schools - with 
half still to be collected - have filled the depot, 
but that does not mean people should stop 
donating, he said, with long life milk, sugar and 
fruit juice always low in supply. 

Rev Rogers said: "Two weeks ago we were 
nearly empty, but we've seen a remarkable 


turnaround. The response we've had at harvest 
has been so generous, we might have enough 
to keep us going until Christmas. 

"We've had about three to four tonnes of food 
in the last couple of weeks, but we distribute 
three quarters of a tonne a week. 

"We only supply emergency food, but we like 
to make sure people have someone who can 
help them in the long term." 

The British Red Cross will ask supermarket 
shoppers for donations for food bank charity 
Fareshare as it assists domestic food poverty 
for the first time since World War II.

Asbestos fines total £25,000 


A CARPET shop and a 
higher education college 
have been fined a total of 
£25,000 after workers were 
exposed to dangerous 
asbestos. 

The council brought 
prosecutions against 
Dewgate Ltd, owners of 
Carpet Corner in Plumstead 
Common Road, and the 
North West Kent College. 
Both pleaded guilty to 
breaching the Health & 
Safety At Work Act 1974. 

It followed an incident at 
the carpet shop in March 
2011, while a college project 
set up by the college was 
running to help unemployed 
people get work experience. 

It involved redecorating 
and refurbishing the shop 
but an environment health 


officer, who visited after 
a complaint, found that 
neither the college nor 
the shop had checked for 
asbestos in the building. 

An electrician had drilled 
a hole through a panel in 
the shop, releasing asbestos 
fibres and putting people at 
risk. 

Bexley Magistrates were 
told that their supervisor 
had ignored warnings. 
They also heard that the 
college’s safety policy for 
the refurbishment work 
was not followed because 
of a communications 
breakdown. The court was 
told that Dewgate had been 
served with a legal notice 
calling for improvements in 
the shop, but failed to act. 

Dewgate Ltd was fined 


£11,000 and ordered to pay 
costs of £4,967. The college 
was fined £14,000 with costs 
of £4,967. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: “All forms of asbestos 
are dangerous when 
inhaled. So it is crucial 
that trades people are 
aware of the dangers, 
and that apprentices and 
work placement students 
are properly trained and 
supervised so they are not 
exposed to it.”

Alarming sales techniques 


RESIDENTS are being warned about firms 
which use hard-selling techniques to persuade 
people to buy burglar alarms and personal 
safety equipment such as attack alarms. 

Companies have been sending out literature 
and letters in areas where burglaries have 
recently taken place. They ask questions about 
the homeowner's safety, with some offering to 
install a free alarm system. The letter may then 
be followed up by an aggressive telephone call, 
aimed to book a consultation and site survey. 

The council's trading standards team warned: 
"The free systems on offer are often subject 
to the upfront payment of a 10 year-plus 
maintenance agreement. The cost of the work 


only becomes apparent during the site survey." 

Homeowners interested in installing an alarm 
system should get three fixed-price quotes 
from established businesses advise trading 
standards officers. And even if people do 
sign up for a system during a site survey, they 
legally have seven days to cancel. Agreements 
should come with a 'notice of cancellation', 
which should be completed and returned to 
the business by recorded post, and the post 
office receipt kept.

had contravened two noise 
abatement notices. She was 
not in court, but was found 
guilty in her absence and 
fined £400, with £706 costs 
and a £20 victim support 
charge. Magistrates said 
she had not taken the 
council’s advice and kept 
the dog inside at night. 


Dispersal zone renewed 

POLICE have renewed a dispersal order in Woolwich town 
centre in order to tackle rowdy and anti-social behaviour. 

It allows them to break up large groups of people causing a 
disturbance. They also have the authority to return anyone 
under 1 6 to their homes if they are involved in anti-social 
behaviour. The control zone has been in place since 2010 after 
several incidents where people were harassed by groups of 
youths. The dispersal order will run for six months until March 7 
and then renewed. 

Sgt Domenico Tucci, in charge of the Woolwich town centre 
team, said: "Many people travel into the area every day and we 
will ensure they are able to do so without being subjected to 
unacceptable behaviour." 


In a separate case Samuel 
Thomas of The Firs, 
Congleton Grove, Woolwich 
was fined £2,000 with costs 
of £1,400 for causing a 
noise nuisance from loud 
amplified music at his 
home. He was also found 
guilty in his absence. The 
court granted a forfeiture 
order on audio equipment 
that the council had seized 
from him. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and environment, 
said: “These were both 
examples of cases where 
residents had ignored 
repeated requests to change 
their behaviour but had 
refused to do so. People 
who commit anti-social 
behaviour, such as noise 
nuisance, can expect the 
council to be robust in their 
actions.”

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One long history lesson 


School curriculum redesign for 200th year

THE curriculum has been totally 
revamped at Eltham Church of 
England Primary School, as part of 
its bicentenary. 

A thanksgiving 
service has already 
taken place to kick 
start the school’s 
200th anniversary 
celebrations. 

Headteacher 
Matthew Bulpitt 
said: “The staff 
and children are 
very excited at 
the prospect of 
celebrating our 
bicentennial year. 

We have big plans 
for events going on 
throughout the year. 

“We have redesigned the curriculum 
across the school to look at the school’s 
history during the Victorian era, World 
War I and II, through the 1960s and today. 

“We will also be looking at the changing 
land use and growth of housing in Eltham 
as well as making contact with Eltham 
schools across the world.” 

The service was held at the St John the 


Baptist Church, with which the school 
has been associated for many years. 

It was led by Bishop Michael Ipgrave the 
Bishop of Woolwich, and was attended by 
members of the Southwark Diocese Board 
of Education, 
MP Clive Efford 
and the Mayor 
of Greenwich, 
Cllr Angela 
Cornforth. 

The school’s 
origins can 

be traced to 
September 1813. 
A meeting of 
residents was 
held in the vestry 
of Eltham Parish 
Church of St John 
the Baptist. 

A society was 
formed to set up a 
school at Eltham, 
in union with the National Society for the 
Education of the Poor. 

During the winter of 1813 the society 
acquired the lease on a piece of land 
where Pound Place met Back Lane. 
The school was opened in April 1814 for 
children aged six to 14. 

A permanent brick-built school was 
later provided in 1852 alongside Back

Lane. In May 1866 the Trustees of Roper’s 
Charity gave a patch of vacant land to the 
school, where it has been based since. 

Other celebratory events include Bunfire 
day, on November 5, a traditional day in 
recognition of the battle of Sevendroog. 

Every child will receive a special bun 


baked by J Ayre, the traditional baker 
which has a branch in Eltham. There will 
also be a tea party for pupils and, on June 
20 next year, an open day for past pupils 
and teachers, plus a celebratory service, 
led by The Dean of Westminster, The Very 
Reverend Dr John Hall, a former pupil.

SCORES of youngsters worked their socks 
off in a weekend tidy-up at three of the 
borough’s open spaces. 

Some spent a Saturday giving a facelift to 
Plumstead and Winns commons by collecting up 
piles of unsightly litter. 

Another group of 17-year-olds - including 
13 from Greenwich - spent the following day 
cutting back vegetation and litter picking at the 
Kidbrooke Green nature reserve. 

They were members of the government-funded 
Challenge Network, which brings young people 
together from different backgrounds and 
teaches them what it means to be responsible 
and contribute to their communities. 

It gives them the chance to get together to try 
new things. Then, with the support of a team, 
they build and deliver a project that makes a real 
difference to where they live. 

The two-day exercise was led by council staff, 
who supplied gloves and supervised pruning 
with secateurs and a bow saw. 

At Kidbrooke Green, they filled 40 plastic sacks 
with rubbish, much of it wind-blown from the 
relief road which passes along the reserve’s 
western edge, and collected up junk such as bits 
of old cars. 

The nature reserve, one of Kidbrooke’s last 
two remaining wetland sites, is home to newts, 
frogs, toads, foxes, birds and insects. It dates 
back to Anglo-Saxon times, and was a farming 
community right up until development began in 
the 1930s.

Grey Lipley, vice chairman of the 
Flamsteed Astronomy Society said: “A 
penumbral lunar eclipse occurs when 
the earth moves between the sun and 
the moon, which sees the earth’s shadow 
cast on the moon’s surface.

Sport inspires con

JUST under 100 disabled 
adults turned out to try 
football, tennis and tag rugby 
at the South London Special 
League’s (SLSL) health and 
wellbeing project launch. 

The scheme aims to use sport as 
a point of entry to the community 
for over 16s with a disability. 

“We had quite a few people we 
haven’t seen in a while, which 
is really great,” said Sharon 
Brokenshire of SLSL, whose three- 
year project received a £20,000 
funding boost from Wembley 
National Stadium Trust (WNST) a 
week before. 

Participants included people 
not only from places such as the 
Adult Day Centre in Greenwich 
but also from far and wide outside 
the borough - including from 
Hertfordshire. 

The event was supported with 
volunteers from Greenwich 
Community College - help that 
Sharon considers so important for 
the project to work. 


“Sport is the access point to 
empower the people we help, to 
make them feel confident and give 
them self-esteem,” she said. 

“We will be there for mentoring, 
so that the people who attend can 
build relationships with them and 
become confident. 

“The project is all about teaching 
people how to spend their time, 
maybe by offering volunteering 
to help people to learn the 
skills they need to get a job, like 
time management and taking 
responsibility.” 

The health and wellbeing sports 
day took place at the London 
Marathon Playing Fields, 
on Shooters Hill Road, and 
at Greenwich Tennis Club 
opposite. 

Sessions were offered 
in football, tennis 
and tag rugby. The 
tennis proved 
“very popular” 


and further 
activities will 



be run. The football sessions 
showed how people could find 
a purpose in society. 

Some could take a level one 
football coaching course, she 
said, adding that such an 
achievement could inspire 
them to go higher. 

“We want them to get to 
feel good about themselves 
and feel confident with others, 
particularly those who are in a 
position of authority. If they feel 
there is someone there who can 
help, they will have a go. We want 
to give them the challenge.” 

SLSL runs a string of organised 
sport, including the League 
of Their Own football 
tournament. 

Funding from WNST will allow 
SLSL to kick on with the project. 
“We were by far the smallest 
group to receive funding from 
them,” said Sharon. 

“We’re on a roll and the odds 
for success are stacked against 
us. We’re small but we have 
proved that when we say we’re 
going to provide something 
and reach targets and goals, 
we do it.”

On top of the world 


Natasha wins double biathle gold

LONDON’S first torchbearer 
ahead of last year’s Olympic 
Games will travel to the next 
host country Brazil next 
month, having become a world 
champion in her own right. 

Natasha Sinha won the under 17 title 
at the World Biathle Championships 
in Cyprus on October 5, beating her 
rivals over two 1,000 metre runs split 
by a 200m swim. 

The Greenwich Starting Blocks 
athlete, from Blackheath, finished 
in 10 minutes 45.108 seconds. 

That set her Great Britain squad up 
nicely for the team gold, too. 

The 16-year-old had become British 
champion during the summer, but 
had little idea of how she would get 
on when 25 nations from across the 
world came together. 

She said: “I thought I had a good 
chance of doing well, but how well 
would depend on the day. It’s not 
like just a swim or a run where you 
have times to compare.” 

After a tactical first 1,000m, 
Natasha dominated the race from 
the swim, her preferred event - 
one which will provide her next 


international experience. She will 
represent England Swimming in the 
200 metres butterfly at the World 
Schools Games in Brasilia, the 
capital of Brazil, in late November. 

It will give the multi-talented 
teenager a sense of the culture that 
Olympians will experience in there 
years’ time as she pursues her own 
global ambitions. 

“I’d love to go to the Olympics, 
whether it be to compete in 
swimming, triathlon or something 
else,” said Natasha. “My favourite 
is swimming - that’s my main love, 
but I enjoy running and biathlon.” 

She has represented Greenwich 
in swimming and athletics 
and trains with Beckenham 
Swimming Club, Greenwich 
Tritons and Cambridge Harriers 
Athletics Club. 

The latter has helped her sister 
Sabrina, also supported by Starting 
Blocks, become under 15 English 
Schools athletics 1,500m champion.
